Republican Leaders 
Hale Hope 
in 
Waterways. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—<As the result 
of close figuring, republican leaders 
In the house have reached the con* 
elusion that it .will be possible to 
get one more big rivers and harbors 
bill out of the current revenues with- 
out having to resort to a bond is­ 
sue. The process is so simple that it 
has 
occasioned 
surprise 
that 
no­ 
body has thought of it sooner. It 
consists of trusting to the chance 
th at the Payne-Aldrlch tariff bill will 
provide so much revenue and that 
the adm inistration will conduct the 
affairs of government so economically 
that there will foe either money on 
hand to execute the work to be au 
thorized or of leaving to the Sixty- 
Second congress 
the 
problem 
of 
wrestling with the deficit In 
1912 
should there be a deficit as a result 
of the heavy appropriations for riv­ 
er and harbors. 


It Is stated tihat this view of the 
question appeals enticingly to sever­ 
al republican congressmen on the ap­ 
propriations and the rivers and har­ 
bors committees, who see in a sub­ 
stantial waterways bill this session a 
timely political 
expediency. 
These 
men are now speaking ra her hope­ 
fully of putting through a 
water­ 
ways improvement bill of not less 
than $60,000,000 and perhaps as large 
as $80,000,000. It is estimated that if 
at this session of congress a $60,000,- 
000 rivers and harbors bill is author­ 
ized, a deficiency, if any, would not 
become m anifest un iii 1912. It would 
then lie up to th at congress to pro­ 
vide for the deficiency in the gener­ 
al revenues and not especially fo*r 
waterway 
improvements. 
Treasury 
prospects may loqm up brighter be­ 
fore that day of reckoning. Then, too, 
It is a m atter of statistics that the 
■work authorized and appropriated for 
thy congress Is done for between 8 
and 12 per cent less money than is 
appropriated, and so an authorized 
expenditure of $60,000,000 would real­ 
ly call for an actual outlay of not 
more than about $T,OOO,OOO.

tion authorizing the president of he 
United States to apprehend and try 
the president of Nicaragua for hit 
crime against these American citi­ 
zens. 
Mr, Rayner said there was ample 
authority in international law for the 
course he advocated to bring Zelaya 
to the bar of justice. 
In moving that the resolution be 
referred to the committee on for­ 
eign relations, Senator Lodge said he 
was glad to know that the senator 
from Maryland so thoroughly approv­ 
ed the course taken by the adminis­ 
tration, as he himself heartily ap­ 
proved It. 
Senator Collom, chairman 
of 
the 
committee on foreign relations, added 
that he would have something to say 
about the resolution when it was re­ 
ported by his committee back to the 
senate, a remark which was inter­ 
preted as meaning that he expected 
to be favorably reported. 
“W hat I am concerned in now,” 
said Senator Rayner, 
“is 
not 
the 
ques ion of the belligerent rights of 
the revolutionists, or in case of their 
success their recognition either as thq 
defacto or the de jure government, 
but in the speedy apprehension and 
punishment of Zelaya. ‘This despera­ 
do is everything that the secretary 
of s ate says about bim, and a great 
deal more.
